ny  workmen's  cottages  are  in  a  shocking  state  of  repair 
and  defective  sanitation,  arid  are  quite  unfit  for  occupation. 
They  would  bo  ernpty  at  once  if  the  tenants  could  find  any 
other  accomodation, 

A  proper  housing— scheme  has  boon  needed  for  many  years. 
Now  at  last  1  nd  has  been  obtained  for  a  building  site,  and 
a  scheme  has  been  begun. 

House-to-house  inspection  has  been  carried  on  as  usual, 
and  87  houses  h  ve  been  visited; 

24  workshops  and  16  factory  promises  have  boon  inspected, 
Slaughter  houses  and  dairies  have  boon  inspected  monthly.
